Re-opening 

communications 


T he first 110 days of 

fustin Trudeau’s Liberal 
government have passed. 

One of the most positive 
new developments, sharply 
delineating this government from 
the previous regime, has been 
the level of consultation and the 
re-opening of communication. 

It’s not simply that the Trudeau 
government has been open to 
advice on the promised National 
Inquiry into Missing and 
Murdered Indigenous Women 
- following a recommendation 
that the government meet with 
families of the missing and 
murdered, during a pre-inquiry 
stage, to discuss the scope and 
nature of the inquiry, something 
that Indigenous Affairs Minister 
Carolyn Bennett, Status of 
Women Minister Patricia Hajdu 
and lustice Minister lody Wilson- 
Raybould have done - but that 
the lines of communication 
between federal government and 
the provinces have reopened. 

We now have a federal 
government that is willing to sit 
down with provincial leaders, 
to work on national policy - on 
health care, on infrastructure, on 
climate change. It’s an expression 


of an awareness that all areas 
and governments of Canada 
need to work together, in the best 
interests of this country and its 

And the recent North American 
Energy Ministers Meeting, 

Feb. 12 in Winnipeg - where 
lim Carr, Canada's Minister of 
Natural Resources, welcomed 
Dr. Ernest Moniz, U.S. Secretary 
of Energy and Pedro foaquin 
Coldwell, Secretary of Energy 
for Mexico - may be one of the 
most important initiatives in the 
development of a continental 
approach to energy, and climate 
change. 

The ministers signed a 
Memorandum of Understanding, 
which will hopefully lead to 
greater collaboration on new 
clean energy technologies and 
energy efficiency, emissions 
control and reduction, carbon 
capture and storage, and 
adaptation to climate change. 

Energy security, energy 
sustainability, and economic 
viability were all described as 
goals of the new MOU. 

And whether or not the 
agreement is a success, leading to 
actual change - at least the lines 
of communication are open.

When I arrived in Bradford 
43 years ago, I was pleasandy 
surprised when I met the 
only other black person that 
was living here. 

We very quickly struck up a 
friendship. I noticed she was 
always very quiet when we 
were in public places. I asked 
her why - and her answer 
made me realize that the 
road ahead could be rough. I 
knew immediately I had a lot 
ofeducadngtodo. 

I met some nice people, 
largely because I came into 
a life-long Bradford family, 
the Fullers. My fiance Tom 

Fuller proudly introduced me 
to their church, local social 
organizations and busi¬ 
nesses, and the community 

It was wonderful, until I 
encountered my first expe¬ 
rience with racism - of all 
places, at Trinity Angli¬ 
can Church, when a fel¬ 
low parishioner tapped me 
on the shoulder and asked, 
“When are you going back to 

the monkeys?” 

It was unfortunate - and 
sad for the gentleman, who 
could have learned a lot, if 
he only had taken the time 
to acquaint himself with 
someone who had a differ¬ 
ent appearance. I knew I 
would have to be the one to 


enlighten those who refused 
to enlighten themselves; I 
became very involved in the 
church and community at 
large, something that contin¬ 
ues to this day. 

I have a daughter and two 
beautiful grandchildren. My 
daughter also experienced 
racism, and insensitivity. She 
was told by one of her teach¬ 
ers at Bradford District High 
School that she looked like 
she was using whatever it was 
that Michael Jackson used to 
change the colour of his skin. 

As for my grandchildren, 
they are students at Fred C. 
Cook Public School. I some¬ 
times pick them up at the 
end of the day - and it’s very 
nice to see the children from 
such a range of ethnic back¬ 
grounds all mingling and 
playing with each other. Rac¬ 
ism is taught, not innate in a 
child! 

As Nicole Clarke, the pres¬ 
ident of the Black History 
Society stated in a recent 
interview, we as black people 
must understand, appreciate 
and love who we are - and 
share our rich culture, espe¬ 
cially during this month that 
has been proclaimed "Black 
History Month.”
